According to the agricultural 
page of the Calgary Herald, Janietr 
Wyatt of High River has bought 
a 2-year-old registered Apaloosa 
stall.on from J. R. Poynter of 
Cochrane. 

Apaloosas usually carry dark 
spots over the back and rump. 
They are said to be very hardy and 
trace their ancestry back to the 
early Spanish settlers of United 
States. During Indian wars, the 
Indian chiefs chose these horse.! 
for speed and endurance and 
strength of bone. 

This breed has been crossed with 
thoroughbred mares bringing good 
results. Apaloosas are in the same 
position as Palominos and Tennes¬ 
see Walking horses and are still 
rot recognized for registration in 
the National Livestock records at 
Ottawa.

Open Campaign to Provide ^ 

Free Blood Transfusion 

Service for Alberta Hospitals 

..June 15 to 21 is registration 
week for a Red Cross Donor Clinic 
which will be held in Vulcan after 
harvest. A total of 509 donors arc 
required from the district which 
encompasses the towns of Vulcan. 
Champion, 'Milo and Lomond and 
it is hoped to secure this many or 
more registrations next week, thus 
ensuring the success of the clinic 
this fall. 

This is part of the Canadian Red 
Cross Society’s campaign to pro¬ 
vide an adequate free blood trans¬ 
fusion service to all Alberta hos¬ 
pitals, and it is estimated that 
20,000 voluntary donors, willing 
to give their blood twice a year, 
will be required to ensure the suc¬ 
cess of the scheme in Alberta. Don¬ 
ations of blood collected from vol¬ 
unteers by the Red Cross mobile 
units and permanent clinics in Cal- 
taken to the laboratories in Cal¬ 
gary and Edmonton where it will 
be tested and grouped and sent to 
all active-treatment hospitals in 
Alberta. The hospitals supplies 
will be replenished every ten days 
or as needed, thus ensuring a con¬ 


stant supply to meet all emergen¬ 
cies. 1 Outdated blood will be pro¬ 
cessed to plasma to prevent waste v 

During the war, countless liver 
were saved by the freely given 
blood of Canadians. In peacetime, 
the lives of one’s neighbors, friends 
or own family may be saved by 
the same gift. This new civilian 
blood transfusion service now be¬ 
ing established by the Red Cross 
will provide blood or plasma free 
of charge to every patient in Can¬ 
ada in need of a transfusion. 

Donors should be between the 
ages of 18 and 6.1 and are urged 
to register next week so that ar¬ 
rangements may be completed to 
hold the clinic this fall. In Vulcan, 
register at either drug store, or 
phone Mrs. F. Rea at 145 or 
169 and she will take your name. 

In charge of the local campaign 
are Mrs. C. F. Rea, local Red 
Cross Committee chairman, and 
Mrs. Jack Marshall, publicity 
chairman.' Donor -buttons will con¬ 
tinue to he given as in all previous 
clinics.

The good cook consider¬ 
ed it a gross insult to a sumptuous repast for the 
hostess to whisk off the cloth before the last sip of 
coffee, plunk playing cards in front of a lethargic 
group, and say briskly “Now we’lj play bridge.” 

But the good cook had One searing memory in an 
otherwise flawless record. It was the time she served 
Vorkshire pudding and turnips with roast beef, and 
the pudding went flat and the turnips were bitter. 
It was-a terrible catastrophe and although it occurr¬ 
ed all of twenty years previous, she still recalled it 
with chagrin. It was idle to assure her that in the 
light of subsequent successes, the episode might well 
be forgotten. She carried the memory as a warning 
that anything less than perfection was failure. 

There used to be some folks mean enough to say 
that she was feeding her husband into his grave. 
Many another man would gladly have shared his 
fate. 

Those were indeed the days.

It describes the feelings 
of someone on the rolling ranges 
of Alberta, cursing the forty-be- 
low-z^ro temperature; it pictures 
this person perusing an income tax 
lorm, and in the grip of dark emo¬ 
tions aroused by weather and form 
cursing the government and all its 
works. Then the setting changes; 
same general scene, later after¬ 
noon—and the Chinook has arriv¬ 
ed. The air is balmy, the thermom¬ 
eter forty above, the skies blue 
and grass probably green under 
the fast-melting snow. The Chin¬ 
ook has brought to the erstwhile 
cursers a sneaking conviction that 
the government is a fine, upright 
tody indeed and that the world 
cculd be a much worse place. 

However, we’d like to know why 
the Chinook does it. The Spectator 
declares that physics textbooks say 
that warm air rises, thus confirm¬ 
ing our opinion of The Spectator’s 
erudition. But the Chinook goes 
lolloping down mountainsides, and 
sometimes, according to The Leth¬ 
bridge Herald, it will thaw every¬ 
thing out on one side of a creek, 
while the weather on the other side 
remains at forty below. We’ii 
probably never know the reason 
l'or the odd behavior of the wind 
that brings springtime to the 
Rockies in mid-winter.

DANCE AT NIGHT 


Butter and cheddar cheese in- 
cieasss effective on May 1, were 
renounced by Hon. James Gardin- 
rr as replacing producer subsidies 
discontinued by the government. 
The r.cw butter prices which have 
been raised 10 cts. will now range 
from 50 cts. to 55 cts. more than 
double pre-war prices. 

Mr. Gardiner explained that the 
butter increase of 10 cts. a pound 
replaces the producer subsidy of 
cts. and gives the farmer an 
extra 1 'A. cents. The 10 ct. increase 
applies to dairy and creamery but¬ 
ter both. The idea is to encourage 
greater butter production. 

There is also increase of 4 cents

Gardeners are making effective 
use of 2 4-D in killing broadleaved 
weeds such as dandelions. All 
weeds should be sprayed if possible 


at tender stage. 


Experiments conducted at Ex¬ 
perimental stations have applied 
2 4-D in the garden before vege¬ 
tables have shown above ground 
and have had definite effect in dis¬ 
couraging weed growth. But if any 
contact is made with vegetables 
coming through the ground it kills 
or dwarfs the vegetable growth. 
Vegetables affected are beets, ca.- 
rots, lettuce, peas, spinach and tur¬ 
nips. It was found that onions, 
com, parsley and parsnips break¬ 
ing through the ground did not 
seem to be affected by 2, 4-D anh 
were not much held up by applica- 
t on two weeks later.
